DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: claims are allowable at least for the reason that the 
prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest a multi-beam 
color scanning device having a first polygonal mirror and a 
second polygonal mirror that are arranged to perpendicular to 
the first polygonal mirror as set forth in the claimed 
combination, wherein a multi-beam light source unit that emits a 
plurality of light beams having different wavelengths and also 
disclose an operation system that obtains a three-dimensional 
shape and color of the object. 

3. Liu (US 7,095,541 B2) discloses a first and second 
polygonal mirrors (Fig. 3, 3 and 4), but the device only creates 
two-dimensional shape.
